Climate of Texas is Not a Oood 
One for Training; of Pilots. 

The following lotter has been re- 
ceived from A. K. McMlnn, now In 
training with the Royal Flying Corps 
at Fort Worth, Texas. Before enlist- 
ing, McMlnn was taking the double 
course In Arts and Theology at Mc- 
Gill. 



Camp Blnbrook, 
Fort Worth, Texas, 

Jan. 4th, 1918, 

Dear , I have been wanting ' to 

write you for some time now, but it 
was too hard to get a suitable op 
portunlty. I have a half holiday this 
afternoon, and am utilizing the time 
In catching up with my correspond- 
ence. I dare say you have not heard 
of my removal to Texas. Tour let- 
ter came here after bolnfef on the 
rood for a long time, and I received 
your card just a day or 'two ago. Very 
many, thanks for both. It Is a. pleas- 
ure to hear from anyone around the 
old University. You mentioned send- 
ing on a copy of the Daily. I'm sor- 
ry to say It failed to' reach me. I hope 
you do not publish my camp compo- 
sitions? verbatim. You ' know thai 
writing while reclining in a tent, in 
the midst of ah -atihoapfhere-of "to-' 
bucco smoke, and another combina- 
tion which belongs to the moral at- 
mosphere, . is not an easy matter. I 
should bo glad to Give you a very 
detailed description of our camp and 
our work here, but I am not sure how 
far I am allowed to go in that dl* 
reotlon. We are not supposed to give 
much Information concerning the 
working of the corps. Still, I think I 
can tell you' a good deal of the news 
without infringing any rules. I shall 
begin with Leaside, and give you some 
.Idea of how I came here, how. the 
camp is situated and arnnged, the 
nature of my work, and the' climate 
here. 

My time at Leaside was spent al- 
most entirely in drill and physical 
training. I enjoyed the latter very 
much, but did not take, quite as much 
Interest in the former, because It 
was all kindergarten to me, after my 
training in the McGill C.O.T.C. The 
majority of the men taking the drill 
were recruits who had never .had any 
experience before, and In many cases 
J those who were Instructing us 'had 
I precious little experience. Mr. Kelly 
and I were put In the N.C.O.'s class to 
train for disciplinarians. . He took 111 
nrd was confined to the hospital tor 
several days. I had the opportunlt> 
of preparing myself for recommenda- 
tion for stripes, but preferred to keep 
out of that. A disciplinarian's work 
Is rather an unenviable task In this 
Corps, and It Is very much . prefer- 
able to get promotion on tho basis of 
one's trade while working in a squad- 
ron. Fortunately I was posted to 
the 81st Canadian Training Squad- 
ron, which was stationed at ; Camp 
Borden. I was suddenly notified to 
this effect on Monday, November. 12th. 
while doing guard duty, and was or- 
dered to be ready to leave next morn- 
ing at 7.00 a.m; Before leaving Lea- 
side Depot, it. was well-nigh impos- 
sible to keep warm in the tent», and 
there was scarcely one who was not 
suffering from a severe cold. On the 
whole I enjoyed my stay there, and 
took a real Interest in all the work 
of the camp. I was very sorry to 
have to part with Mr. Kelly at this 
time. He was still in hospital, and 
I said good-bye with the greatest re- 
luctance. 

Our party landed at Borden about 
noon on Tuesday, Kith November, and 
after dinner I was posted to my squad- 
ron. For the remainder of the time 
up till Thursday morning, the 16th, I" 
had my share of a variety of fatigues, 
both late and early in preparation for 
entraining to Texas. Three trains left 
there on the abovo morning for this 
quarter. Tho 81st Squadron was In 
"A" train, and came to Camp Bln- 
brook, which Is the station for the 
43rd Wing. This Bquadron had been 
Ui the 42nd W'ng, but for. some rea- 
son waB transferred to this Une, Wo 
came through Guelph, Stratford, Port 
Huron, Chicago and St, Louis, and on 
through the States of Missouri, Ar. 
kn.nsan and Oklahoma to Texas. We 
had a brief rou'te march for exercise 
in a small town named Villa Grove, in 
Missouri,- and another In Fort Smith', 
Arkansas. We received a royal wel- 
come lh the latter, The people knew 
we were coming through, and the Ar- 
kansas Unlvemlty Cadets' Band met

News has lately been received at the 
Congregational College that Robert 
Falrgrieve of Artiî .'14, had died of 
wounds at -the «niplro -Hospital for 
Officers, London, England. ' 

While an undergrad at McGill he 
was very much Interested in student 
activities. He was always prominent 
at tlie meeting- of the Literary Socie- 
ty, and was considered a good de- 
bater. He was chosen as debater by 
the Congregational College In the In- 
tercollegiate Debate of the Theologi- 
cal Colleges, and came out with honor. 

After graduation at McGill ho went 
down to Yale to take up post gradu- 
ate work, but war having been de- 
clared, he foon realized that he was 
needed at the front, Returning to 
Montreal, he enlisted in the Sani- 
tary Section of the 2nd Division, and 
soon was promoted to sergeant, and 
went overseas with them in this cap- 
acity. Soon after his arrival in 
France he wos sent back to England 
for further training, and was enrolled 
1. the Royal Artillery Cadet School. 
After the usual course of study he 
received his commission, and soon 
was back In France as lieutenant. 

Shortly after his arrival he was 
badly wounded, and was brought bac. 1 ; 
to London wtlh a shattered spine, 
which brought on paralysis of the legs 
and lower parts of the body. His re- 
covery was hopeless from the (start, 
but he had many rallies, and it seem- 
ed as if a recovery might be pos- 
sible. 

Being in London, which was his 
heme before he came to Canada,' he 
had the" good fortune to have many 
visitors while he lay in hospital, arid 
also had his mother and father with 
him most of the time. 

He was given every parslble atten- 
tion, being under the care of a -special- 
ist with a European reputation, but 
recovery was hopeless. 

After a long period of suffering, 
borne with the greatest of patience, 
he passed away on November 24th, 
and was burled on November 30th. 

His many friends here, will regret 
his untimely end.

MUD A GOOD CAMOUFLAGE. 



Tells of Dangers Experienced on 
the Roads in Belgium. 

The following letter was received a 
few Jays ago by a student from J. 
H. Schofield, of Arts '16, wlm went 
overseas with the McGill Battery. His 
friends at McGill will be glad to 
know that he hus recovered from an 
attack of trench fever, and is now 
back at his post in the battery. 

Belgium, 
Nov. 30th, 1017. 

. Dear , Merry Christmas, old 

sport, and go easy on tho turkey; you 
know your old failing. I got yours 
if Sept. 29th, and October 20th, when 
I returned to the Battery a couple of 
weeks ago, along with a coupe of 
dozer, more; also a McLean's I also 
received some Dailies from another 
source, and saw that you had been 
printing my correspondence. I did 
not know 1 wrote such stuff as that. 

Just lately I have been taking a 
short holiday — in hospital. Three 
weeks in a damp German dugout was 
enough foq me, so I conveniently 
managed to get trench fever, and 
forthwith was laid on a stretcHer and 
Jolted around France in ambulances 
and •trains, ' till" 1 was finally dumped 
on to a hospital cot — an American 
hospital, too. But I survived a couple 
of weeks' treatment, and was soon 
kicking my heels at the Canadian 
Base, impatient to got back. At list, 
che slow nrmy routine shoved mo on 
after equipping, passing and Inocu- 
lating me. I came forth a new man, 
ready to battle afresh. Four days it 
took me to find the famous McGllHes 
buried in Belgian mud, but it did 
not take long for me to drop Into the 
regular routine of Battery life again. 

Atogether we have a pretty jako 
place here. The guns we leave far 
ahead in the- shell holes, and come 
back to town when off duty. Wo havo 
a row of ruined houses as billets, but 
two of us have constructed a dugout 
for ourselves, and have a comfortable 
little place with spring beds and a 
stove. I think we are wise, too, con- 
sidering that Fritz landed a couple ot 
sl'Ots Into the billets this evening. 
The Bosche seems to bo working over- 
time to-night. .Shells are whizzing 
around rather promiscuously. I saw 
a bad sight as I was coming along 
the road to-day. A snia.ll shell hit a 
lorry - ahead of uts, and rather dam- 
aged things. There were three or 
four frightfully mangled bodies lying 
about. We had scarcely got past, 
when another H. E. exploded in- 
about the same p'ace. 

But we are getting alojig fine, in" 
spite of the mud, and that is a worse 
enemy than the Germans. Almost any 
of the roads leading up to the from 
discloses the same sights. There is a 
continuous stream of traffic both 
ways, with batteries of guns off the 
aide of the road. There is no attempt 
at protection. Tho mud Is a better 
camouflage than we could provide. As 
far as you can see are water filled 
shell holes, houses, trees, and all 
outstanding features of the landscape 
obliterated. Here and there you' not- 
ice a tank that some German shell 
has checked in the advance, and per- 
haps an overturned caterpillar shows 
up against the. mud. Believe me, this 
is some country. The weather, ot 
course, is what one might expect in 
November. We are having moonlight 
nights Just now, and won't bo sorry 
when 'they are over, since Fritz's 
Gothas are very .partial to them, i 
heard some bombg exploding a few 
minutes ago. ' However, wo should 
worn', tho McGill Battery has all- 
kinds of horseBhoon- hanging' to It, We 
certainly aro a lucky bunch, having 
escaped when other batteries ' have 
been cut to pieces on both sides of 
us. 

Well, I must close now, because a 
little feed Is on the programmo to. 
night, I having received. a parcel to- 
day.

us at the depot, and led the parade 
through the streets. The streets were 
lined with automobiles, and the side- 
walks thronged with people. After a 
brief route march and some refresh- 
ments we entrained again, and reach- 
ed Fort Worth, Texas, on Sunday 
f ter some shunting about 




and transferring of baggage we start- 
ed for camp, and landed here at 12 
noon. Then we had a busy time get- 
ting our belongings to sleeping quar- 
ters, which were in one of the large 
hangars that l s Intended to be used 
tor a machine shop. 

The camp is entirely new, consists 
of splendid frame buildings, which 
are painted white outside, and have 
roofs covered with red roofing felt. 
They are very beautifully and com- 
fortably finished inside. The camp 
Is still incomplete, and therefore w/ 
have had to suffer from various in- 
conveniences, but when it is complet- 
ed—which it almost Is now— we shall 
be nearly as comfortable as in a 
.hotel. 



Jan. 9, 1918. 
I am afraid your letter is to be 
written In Instalments. I have not 
had a single chance of adding to this 
since- the evening I . began to write 
you. I Hoped to finish yesterday 
evening, but as soon as I had supper 
I -had to run out to a crash In the 
aerodrome. I fixed up the undercar- 
riage with some wooden stays (that 
falls to my lot because I was a car- 
penter early i n my experience), and 
had her wheeled into the hangar. Then 
I had to work most of the night to 
get her In readlneste for next day. I 
had help, but the heavy end of the 
work fell to me because It was of such 
a nature' as to demand carpentry ex- 
perience. 

I scarcely know now what I have 
written, so you may excuse any repe- 
tition or want of order and sequence. 

The camp Is situated about 12 miles 
west by south from Fort Worth. (This 
Is a town of about 120,000 people, and 
Is generally the place we visit when 
o a pass). The large aerodrome ls sit- 
uated to the south of th« camp build- 
ings. The buildings run east ana 
west' In the following order, beginning 
at the aerodrome: Twelve large han- 
gars, a row of barrack rooms, a row 
of mess halls, another row of barrack 
rooms, and then the railway track. 
On each side of the row of hangers 
there Is a good road with a tarred 
surface, and another north of the 
railway track. Similar roads run 
north ' and south at convenient Inter- 
vals. About the centre of the camp 
are the following buildings: The Q. 
M. Stores, the Aero Supply stores, 
the Motor Transport Building and

The work 
of rigging has to do with every part 
of the machine except the engine, and 
rlrgers require a working knowledge 
of that, too. The rigging is very In- 
teresting work, and has to bo done 
with th© utmost care. 

I have the privilege of going up oc- 
casionally, but as a rule there Is not 
much time. The men in our squadron 
are well treated, and receive every 
courtesy and consideration from the 
officers. As a result we work with a 
will, and Have •succeeded in making tho 
est record in every respect in the 
whole 43rd Wing.

man takes an interest in his work, and 
in the good name of the Squadron, 
and each one Is very willing to oblige 
his comrade In any way. 

The climate here ls not very de- 
sirable. It does not enhance the work 
of training pilots, and it is Very diffi- 
cult for us to avoid colds. It Is fre- 
quently 78 to. 80 degree!? In the 
shade, and at such a time we have 
marched nine or ten miles for an out- 
door bath. Then we have sudden 
changes of temperature, when a 
"i orther" sets in, and the mercury 
drops to 20. These cold spells are of 
tha nature of a windy freeze; some- 
times there is a 30 or 40 mile gale 
blowing. At such a time it is Im- 
possible to keep warm anywhere, but 
fortunately such a spell never lasts 
long. There are fogs occasionally, 
which may last for a week, and then 
v/e have perfectly clear weather for 
several weeks. Low clouds', too, pre- 
vpn, flying, or If we continue it they 
result in air collisions. Rainfall is 
extremely low, We have had only 
two little showers since we came 
here. 

I am afraid I must close, as my 
time is gone. I may tell you some 
more next time.

At the close of the 
year there were ' 113 institutions (of 
which the Military Hospitals Com- 
mission conducted 71) caring for con- 
valescent soldiers. In . these, there 
were 11,895 bedu>, In addition to 2,600 
beds used < in clearing depots. There 
were 10,000 men under treatment, 8,- 
000 men enrolled for vocational train- 
ing, and 869 men being taught new 
trades. These numbers are constant- 
ly Increasing, and the Military Hos- 
pitals Commission is expanding Its 
activities to meet the growing needs 
adequately.

THE BRAIN OF SOCIETY. 

Frankenstein did not seem to be 
aware of his shortcomings as a pub- 
lic speaker, but to the rest of us they 
were all too apparent He read on 
leudly, hurriedly, indistinctly, em- 
phasizing his words in a way that 
soon grew unbearably monotonous, 
while his listeners yawned and con- 
versed in penetrating whispers.

To 
all this, Frankenstein paid no heed, not 
even raising his eyes from the manu* 
script In his hand, but read on and 
gesticulated with his long arms. 
"The Social Organism!" he bellowed. 
"You are familiar with that phrase. 
But have you ever heard of a com- 
plex organism without a brain ?• And" 
— (here some of bis listeners chimed 
in)— "where lis the brain of So- 
ciety?" 

"Gentlemen," he went on, "I do not 
mean to Imply that Society has no 
brain. We have a number of men, men 
of all nationalities, truth-loving, earn- 
est, sincere, and these constitute the 
brain of Society. But this brain is 
undeveloped. It Is perverted. It 
weighs the stars and measures their 
velocity. It occupies Itself with the 
construction of Dreadnaughts, and U- 
Boats, and Tanks, and similar toys. 
That, gentlemen, Is why we have as 
yet no * 

"Mr. Chairman!" said a voice from 
the other end of the room. "Sorry to 
Interrupt, but the ice-cream is wait- 
ing, and I think we might have the 
refreshments served now." 

"Very well," said Frankenstein, In 
his 1 grandest manner. "I have fifty 
pages more — fifty-two, to be exact — 
but I'll read them some other time." 

None of Us was sorry for the inter- 
ruption, and tho refreshments put 
everyone In good humour. Fran- 
kenstein, with two others, sat in a 
corner, talking with his mouth full 
(his voice could be heard all over the 
room), while his two companions ate 
their cako and drank their coffee in 
silence. He took no notice of me as 
I joined the Mule group. "What Is 
Society?" he was saying. "A giant 
with the brain of an insect! And 
this Giant lives in a magnificently 
furnll-hed House called Life, of which 
he ccuples but an attic. The attic 
was given him to play in when he was 
a child, arid he has been growing so 
fast, that he now finds hla habita- 
tion rather uncomfortable. And he 
does not know what Is the matter, 
does not know that there are other 
and larger rooms below, he Is so stu- 
pid, so stupid, this splendid-bodied, 
llttle-bralned Giant!" 

"May I ask a question?" 

He grinned. 

"This— this social brain of yours. . 

"Well!" he said; "I expressed my 
self rather poorly, and, to tell you 
the truth, I was glad of the Interrup- 
tion. The brain of Society! Of 
course. It must be universal; the In- 
strument used In the discovery of 
Truth. And Truth transcends all na- 
tional boundaries. The whole civil- 
ized world is already one Great State, 
united by Art, by Science, by Com 
merce. The men who think for this 
Great State must, of course, be Im- 
partial " 

"Is there such a thing as impar- 
tiality?" I asked. "Isn't eosmopoli- 



lanlsm a delusion? Are ectintopolitles 
free from national prejudice?" His 
cocksureness was beginning to exas- 
perate me. 

"No one is absolutely clean physi- 
cally," he replied, unmoved, «yet that 
is no reason for giving up the use ot 
soap. No one Is absolutely impar- 
tial, but there are men to whom im- 
partiality lis an ideal, unattainable as 
cleanliness Is unattainable, as all our 
highest Ideals must be, yet worth 
striving for." 

"That is very clever, but you for- 
get what Kropotkln says in his 'Mu- 
tual Aid.'" (I spoke as If I had ac- 
cidentally discovered this stray bit of 
knowledge floating upon the waters 
of my memory. I did not mention 
that the book had been my compan- 
ion for the last three weeks. Must one 
tell everything?) 'The author shows 
us the advantages of co-operation. But 
the mutual' aid that animals practise 
doesn't extend beyond the group. Ani- 
mals live in groups and fight in 
groups. Co-operation? Yes; but only 
with the group!" 

"Will you kindly tell me what Is 
meant by a group? Is it based on 
numbers? If go, when does a group 
cease to be a group? Is the United 
States a group?" 

It was as If I were a child who had 
been playing with a dog, and a brutal 
stranger had bewitched my pet, caus- 
ing it to bite itB own master, 

"You see," he added, with a wicked 
smile, "I am prepared for you." 

So he was, confound him! His rea- 
soning was wholly fallacious, I felt 
certain; yet I could not but admire 
the neatneeH of his methods, although 
I have since thought of several bril- 
liant and final refutations. 

He went on confidently, like a horse 
that has thrown its rider. 

"Division of labour there must al- 
ways be. Men's work must always 
run In narrow grooves. But why 
should men think In. narrow grooves 1 
Why not think boldly, universally, It 
we think at all?" 

Someone started to sing a popular 
song, but broke down after the- sec- 
ond bar. 

Laughter and applause followed. 
"Yes," said Frankenstein, "There 
arc lower things than patriotism and 
national pride. There are also high- 
er things. As for myteelf," ho addea, 
with one of his abrupt changes, "1 
owe allegiance to no man, to no king, 
and to no country — only to God and 
to Truth!" Our two silent compan- 
ions exchanged an amused glance, as 
If this last sentence was not altoge- 
ther unfamiliar to them. 

"You have silenced me," said I, "but. 
you have not- convinced me." 

"Nationalism!" he said dreamily, 
with his eyeis on the ceiling. "Is it 
not a new name for something old ana 
worn out, a high-sounding name foi 
prejudice? And prejudice, it seems to 
me, resembles the humour of college 
professors In this respect, that Its age 
endears ft to us. . . Have some ice- 
cream!"

LONDON. England.— The follow- 
ing incidents are taken from the Ad- 
miralty records: 

One of the coastal airships, of u 
type familiar to visitors at seaside 
resorts, was recently on patrol, and 
sighted a steamer In distress. On 
descending to Investigate; closer, it 
was found that she had been torpe- 
doed by an enemy submarine, but 
was capable of being towed into har- 
bor. Accordingly, the airship sum- 
moned assistance by 1 wireless, and un- 
til it arrived, hovered protectingly 
round the crippled merchantman. No 
signs of her late assailant were vis- 
ible, and in due course the steamer 
was taken in tow by tugs and headed 
for harbor. The aerial escort accom- 
panied the tow, and about an hour 
later sighted the conning tower of a 
submarine about five miles south- 
east *rard of the convoy, apparently 
manoeuvering for another shot. 

The airship instantly signalled by 
wireless the position of the submar- 
ine to all men-of-war in the vicinity, 
and swooped down to attack. The 
submarine saw her coming, and dived, 
but tpo late to avoid this glittering 
Nemesis from the skies. Two bombs 
were dropped simultaneously in front 
of the swirl of his descent; a violent 
explosion ensued, followed by oil and 
air bubbles In ominous quantities. 
Shortly after a destroyer arrived and 
investigated with sweeps. The air- 
ship, returning to her base for a fur- 
ther supply of bombs and petrol, was 
overtaken by the following aerial sig- 
nal: "You've undoubtedly bagged 
him." 

On a subsequent occasion, this same 
airship, while 'flying In company with 
a westbound convoy of merchantmen, 
sighted the track of a torpedo, and a 
moment later observed a great column 
of water shoot up alongside one of 
the steamers. A submarine, relying 
on the state of the set. for conceal- 
ment, had with great daring dlvea 
beneath the armed escort and tor- 
pedoed her victim under their noses. 
The weather at the time was bad and 
rapidly getting worse; the airship 
shot down and along the residual 
track of the torpedo at a speed of 
90 miles an hour, and at the end oi 
the track sighted the outline of a 
submerged submarine, which, her 
work done, was leisurely proceeding 
westward. The airship turned and 
released her bombs while she hover- 
ed above the sinister green shadow, 
and the explosion was followed by a 
vast evolution of oil and air bubbles. 
A calcium flare was dropped to mark' 
the spot, and armed patrol vessels, 
summoned by signal, made assurance 
doubly Buro with explosive charges. 
The airship returned to her base in 
the teeth of a head gale, and landed 
with tho wind blowing 45 miles per 
hour. 

A British oiler was torpedoed by a 
submarine at dawn In very thick 
weather. A patrol ship which was 
in company, at once circled' round nt 
high speed In an endeavor to sight 
the enemy, who had not been seen 
by either ship. After proceeding for 
two miles on what tho commanding 
officer of the patrol ship Judged the 
most likely course for the submarine, 
th<j man-of-war returned- to the oiler, 
\nd found her still. making way slowly 
and in no danger of sinking. When 
about a quarter of a mile from their 
charge, an object was 'sighted through 
the thick mist on the starboard beam. 
Altering course promptly, the patrol 
ship headed for the object at full 
speed, and the next moment realized 
that It was a large submarine on the 
surface. She was rammed abaft the 
conning tower, rolled completely over 
with a very violent explosion, and 
vanished. The sea was boiling with 
foam, in the midst of which Immense 
air-bubbles rushed to the surface for 
some minutes. Two men were seen 
struggling In the water, and life 
belts flung to them. Only one of these 
was able to cling to tho Hfc buoy; 
he was brought back Into harbor, and 
is now a prisoner. Tho other sank 
before a boat could reach him. The 
patrol ship then took tho oiler in tow 
and returned with her to Harbor. 

The spirit of unostentatious gal- 
•luntry pervading tho mine-sweeping 
service, which has already added to 
tho imperishable traditions of tho 
silent navy, Is epitomized by tho ru- 
cent behaviour of a lieutenant of the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve. 

This officer was In command of a 
motor launch attending on a flotilla 
of mine-sweeping trawlers, when a 
drifting mine was sighted. A hetivy 
sea was -running at tho time, and half 
a gale blowing. Attempts to sink the 
mine by gunfire proved impossible, 
and darkness was approaching, after 
which the mine would have been lost 
sight df, and would have drifted 
away, a. menace to navigation. . . 

The officer In question accordingly 
lowered a bout, and pulled over to 
the mine, which was only visible ev- 
ery now and again on the smooth 
slope of a wave, or when the crest 
broke in foam over the rounded top 
and horns. Having pulled a s close 
as he dared, the officer jumped over- 
board and swam to the mine with a 
line, which) he passed through the 
ring bolt In the top. By this means 
the motor launch was enabled to tow 
the mine into smooth water, where 
eventually It was sunk by rifle 'fire. 

It must be remembered that a clr- 
oular mine afloat in a gale is not the 
most stable of objects. The ring bolt 
could only be reached with the utmost 
difficulty, and a mistake, a grab at 
one of the horns inadvertently, would 
have brought the episode to a very 
; swift conclusion.
